Electronic Tape Head Demagnetizer 

Your RadioShack Electronic Tape Head Demagnetizer removes residual 
magnetism from your tape heads to ensure maximum frequency re- 
sponse. We recommend that you demagnetize your heads after every 30 
hours of playing time. 


• We do not recommend demagnetizing for longer than 1 second. 
Demagnetizing for longer could result in damage to your tape head. 

• Do not press any button besides PLAY and STOP on your cassette 
player during demagnetizing. 

• Do not demagnetize the tape head while headphones are connected 
to your cassette player. Doing so could result in damage to the head- 
phones. 

• The protective layer of tape covering the demagnetizer head prevents 
any contact with the player’s/deck’s tape head. Do not remove the 
tape. 

1. Insert the Head Demagnetizer in the tape compartment like a regular 
cassette, with the indicator facing up. 


2. Set the cassette player's volume to the minimum level or turn it off. 

3. Press PLAY on the cassette player or deck. The demagnetizer’s indi- 
cator lights. 

4. After about 1 second, press STOP on the cassette player, then eject 
the demagnetizer.

ILLUSTRATION 
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REPLACING THE BATTERY 

Your Electronic Head Demagnetizer is powered by a single RS 357 but- 
ton-cell battery. When the indicator dims or does not light, replace the bat- 
tery. We recommend RadioShack Cat. No. 23-1 15. 

Caution: Use only a fresh battery of the required size. 

Follow these steps to replace the battery. 

1. Use your thumb to hold down the round battery compartment cover 
on the back of the cassette, then turn the cover toward OPEN and 
remove it.

2. Insert a fresh battery with the positive (-i-) side facing up. 

Warning: Keep batteries out of reach of children. Swallowing a but- 
ton-cell battery could be fatal. 

3. Insert the tabs on the battery compartment cover into the slots on the 
battery compartment and turn the cover toward CLOSE to secure it. 

Note: Under normal use, the battery lasts for about 500 operations.
